Glad to find out that someone 
else gets shocked when they see the 
price of ice 
cream 
in 
those 
specialty shops in the larger cities. 
George Baker, writing in the Fort 
Stockton Pioneer, expresses the 
following thought about 28c ice 
cream cones and we know the 
feeling. 
“Have you bought an ice cream 
cone lately? I am still trying to 
recover from the shock of current 
prices in the specialty shops in 
Austin. Last week, after years of 
abstinence, the lure of chocolate 
ice cream was too much. The price 
displayed on the walls of the 31- 
flavor place destroyed my appetite 
— 28c for a single dip cone, and a 
mighty small dip at that! 
“Who said that gasoline is high — 
or steak, or milk or your favorite 
newspaper? Last time I remember 
eating an ice cream cone the price 
was a dime, and the dip was con­ 
siderably larger than the one 
dished up last week.” 
We Americans are strange 
people. We let the price of some 
things go up four and five times and 
never utter a word and something 
else can go up a few percentage 
points and we come unglued. You 
don’t have to be too old to 
remember the 10c hamburger (I 
can still remember the 5c ones) 
that cost you from 50c to $1.00 
today. 
You can name a number of items 
that have increased this way but a 
few years ago when beef went up 
the whole country started a 
boycott. And now that energy is 
going up and gasoline is trying to 
start another climb we want the 
government to break up the oil 
companies. 
Our school taxes are going up 
this year and probably our city 
taxes too and most of us are 
shocked and dismayed. But how 
much have your federal taxes gone 
up over the past IO years and how 
loud did you scream about them? 
Thought maybe I was just getting 
older and was having trouble un­ 
derstanding these changes but 
then I ran across the following 
clipping and decided that it was the 
world that was changing and not 
me— 
“Think you’re getting older? 
Well, I did until I found this clip­ 
ping 
tucked away in an old 
notebook. It explains how the world 
is changing and I felt much better 
after reading it. Hope you will too. 
“Everything is farther than it 
used to be. It’s twice as far from 
my place to the bus line now, and 
they’ve added a hill that I’ve just 
noticed. The buses leave sooner 
too, but I’ve given up running for 
them because they go faster than 
they used to. 
“Seems to me they are making 
staircases steeper than in the old 
days. The rises are higher and 
there are more of them because 
I’ve noticed it’s harder for me to 
make them two at a time. It’s all 
one can do to make one step at a 
time. 
“Have you noticed the small 
print they are using lately? 
Newspapers are getting farther 
and farther away when I hold them 
and I have to squint to make out the 
news. Now it’s ridiculous to suggest 
that a person of my age needs 
glasser, but it’s the only wak I can 
find oik what’s going on without 
someone reading to me, aijd that 
isn’t much help because everyone 
seems fo speak in such a low voice 
that I can scarcely hear them. 
“Times sure are changing. The 
material in my clothes, I notice, 
shrinks in certain places (you 
know, in the waist and around the 
seat). Shoe laces are so short they 
are next to impossible to reach. 
“Even the weather is changing. 
It’s getting colder in the winter and 
the summers are hotter than in the 
good old days. Snow is much 
heavier too when I attempt to 
shovel it, and the rain is so much 
wetter that I have to wear rubbers.

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Hie Hamlin City Council 
voted Monday to raise its 
property tax valuation to 85 
percent of appraised value 
and lowered the tax rate from 
$1.30 to 95c. The change will 
mean a 24 percent increase in 
city taxes for the coming 
year. 
During the same meeting 
the council adopted a budget 
for the coming year that 
reflected the increase in 
taxes. 
Mayor Robert Fowler said 
that the council regretted the 
need to increase taxes at this 
time but felt that they had no 
other choice. He said the 
increase in the cost of in­ 
surance, fuel and equipment 
left the council little choice. 
He said that the council was 
faced with the need to replace 
two tractors for the main­ 
tenance department. 
In raising the valuation 
from 50 percent to 85 percent, 
this will be using the same 
percentage as the Hamlin 
Independent School District.

In other action the council 
accepted two city owned 
farm land bids and rejected 
the other bids as being too 
low. They accepted the bids 
on the farm land around 
South Lake and are re ­ 
advertising for bids on the 
balance of the land. The city 
also rejected a bid on the 1972 
Chevrolet now being used by 
the police department.

IN SPITE OF SHORT CROP 
Best Year for Wheat Grazing 


In spite of the fact that this 
year’s wheat crop was below 
normal, this was the best 
year ever for cattle grazing 
on wheat land, according to 
Cecil Sellers, president of 
Cecil Sellers Cattle Co., Inc., 
who has been furnishing 
cattle for grazing in the area 
for over 35 years. 
Sellers estimated that over 
15,000 head of cattle were

Sellers, who started in 
business here with father, the 
late Charlie Sellers following 
World War II, said that there 
was better gain on cattle this 
year than ever before.

elevator this year was 670,000 


bushels. This compares with 
last year’s bumper crop of

that his cattle firm had gross

months of March and April 
over $3,500,000 Since May I, 
1975, he said the firm had 
handled over 41,000 head of
